James Gazette today prints an inter- 
view with Mr. McCormick in which 
lie is quoted as saying: 


"One of my last official acts be- 


fore leaving St. Petersburg was to 
interrogate the Russian government 
on its policy towards Manchuria. I 
was assured that Eussia had no de- 
sire to see the Manchurian ports 
closed to the United States or .to have 
its consuls excluded. The Russian 
government were emphatic in de- 
claring that they were at one with 
America in the open door policy in 
China, and what applies to the Uni- 
ted States must apply to every other 
power. 
Your government also re- 


ceived and accepted similar 
assur- 


ances. I know M. Witte is a firm 
advocate of the open door, and I have 
every reason to believe that Russia 
is quite sincere in the matter. She 
points out that it is to her own in- 
terests to support that policy, and I 
think that is the case. The Russian 
statesmen are very anxious that the 
Siberian railway shall be a success.

OF AN INQUIRY 


Postmaster General 
Orders 


Service Resumed Where 


It Was Stopped, 


Washington, If ay 22.—Postmaster 


General Payne has ordered the im- 
mediate resumption of service on the 
suspended rural free delivery mail 
route at Gallatin, Tenn. The resig- 
nation of John C. Allgood, the negro 
carrier, who was intimidated 
and 


who refused to resume work, has 
been accepted and the civil service 
commission has been called upon to 
certify a carrier to fill his place. 


The postmaster general gave out 


the following statement regarding 
the case: 


"In the case of John C. Allgood, 


rural free delivery carrier, who re- 
ported that he was held up by 
masked men while in the discharge 
of his duties on the 6th instant, an 
investigation was made by Inspectors 


the

NO PROPOSALS YET MADE. 


' Pekin, May 22.—Great Britain, al- 
though willing to accept payment of 
her indemnity on a silver basis for 
nine years and in gold thereafter, 
leaving the question open whether 
China shall ultimately pay1 the differ- 
ence, has not yet made definite pro- 
posals to China, Great Britain is en- 
deavoring to enlist the co-operation 
of 'other powers in the compromise 
owing to the hardship China has in- 


• curred by the depreciation in 
the 


value of silver.

way I can't shake myself free of a 
sort of a dread. 


"I got another note, and then this 


last one, which I all but threw away. 
It didn't seem possible that any- 
thing could come of it, but—well, 
something of the old dread of that 
night in Texas is on me, and maybe 
this will free me of it. So, if I am 
found dead or.missing our old friend 
'Maximo' has fixed it. This dreaded 
thing has made me feel more ner- 
vous than I did before. Sounds so 
preposterous.

knife feels in the back? Maybe Max-

"Therefore,-it'is ordered that the 


resignation of John C. Allgood, rural 
carrier, be accepted and that service 
on the route be resumed at once." . 


The postmaster general stated that 


the civil service commission, certifies 
only one name to him and that per- 
son will be appointed, irrespective of 
color, as required by law.

Western Union Company Feels 


the Court Order-Busi- 


ness Not Impeded. 


Philadelphia, May 22—Tie West- 


ern Union Telegraph company today 
has not a wire working on the lines 
of the Pennsylvania railroad in this 
state. Officials of the Western Union 
say, however, that the company is 
keeping up with its business by 
using wires along the Baltimore and 
Ohio and the New York Central rail- 
roads. 


The work of removing the Western 


Union poles and wires from the lines 
of the railroad was continued today. 


Announcement was made today at 


the office of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company that the company 
would net permit the Postal Tele- 
graph company or any other corpora- 
tion to own the poles for telegraph 
service which are to be erected along 
the lines of the railroad. According 
to an official of the company it is the 
intention to replace the poles of the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
by others which will 'be owned by 
the Pennsylvania. Railroad company. 


BUSINESS NOT IMPEDED. 


New York, May 22.—Investiga- 


tion shows that notwithstanding the 
destruction of its lines along the 
Pennsylvania railway the business of 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany moved with practically no de- 
lay. All messages for places on the 
line of the Pennsylvania railway ara 
being delivered, with usual prompt- 
ness. 


The cutting of Western Union tele- 


graph poles, as a result of the decis- 
ion of Judge Joseph Buffington, will 
not be carried into Jersey City. The 
decision covers only a part of New 
Jersey, the southern part, and the 
poles axe being cut on the West Jer- 
sey and Seashore railroad in that sec- 
tion. The nearest 'the pole cutters 
will get to Jersey City is Morrisville.

Thousands of shade trees 
about 


the city were badly damaged by the 
heavy storm of wind which passed 
over the city about 12:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, and nearly all the 
streets, especially those in the west 
end, were littered by branches which 
had been broken oft" by the storm's 
violence. 


About noon heavy banks of clouds 


began piling up in the west and in 
a very few minutes the sky was 
overcast and a gale Of wind of un- 
usual violence began blowing. The 
wind was accompanied by thunder, 
lightning and rain and the hundreds 
returning to or going from work 
scurried for shelter. The first blast 
of wind was the most violent of the 
storm and caused the greater part 
of the damage to the trees. 


A large tree on West Main street, 


near the corner of Ewing, was twist- 
ed oft close to the ground and fell 
against the house in front of which 
it had stood, breaking several win- 
dows and wrecking about thirty feet 
of fence. A tree in frpnt of the resi- 
dence of C. F. Reinkensmeier, 
on 


Fairfield avenue, was blown down, 
and one in front of the home of Mr. 
Cook, -on East-Wayne street, near 
Begue, .was completely ruined. 


A portion of the roof of the Bloom- 


ingdale mills, on Wells street, was 
blown off and from various parts of 
the city there are reports of damage 
to small buildings and fences, while 
many signs and awnings were blown 
down.
